The main task confronting the industry in the 
First Five-Year Plan period was to lay the basis 
of socialist industrialisation so as to consolidate 
the foundation of self-supporting national econo- 
my and to create the material and technical con- 
ditions for equipping the economy with technique.

In the course of carrying out successfully this 
task our industrial production will continue to 
grow rapidly. During the period between 1961 | 
and 1967, the gross value of industrial output 
will increase roughly 3.2 times, of which the 
production of the means of production will in- 
crease 3.2 times and that of consumer goods 3.1 
times, The average annual increase in the gross 
industrial output value is expected to reach 18 
per cent. :

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HEAVY INDUSTRY 


Heavy industry is the foundation of socialist 
industrialization and the main link in the whole 
chain of the coroner of the national econo- 
my. 


The prime task facing the heavy industrial 
branches in the plan period is to consolidate and 
expand the existing factories and build more fac- 
tories and enterprises so as to make good the 

deficiency of heavy industry and add flesh to the 
skeleton and, further, to expand the heavy indus- 
trial base in a big way. 

The power industry must be further developed 
in order to carry out the technical reconstruction 
of all branches of the national economy, extensi- 
_vely develop chemical, metal-working and other 
modern industries, satisfy the increasing needs 

for power, materialize electrification of railways 
and make the people’ s life more comfortable and 
cultural. 


Our country abounds in hydropower and fuel 
‘resources for the development of the power in- 
dusiry. Availing ourselves of favourable condi- 
tions, we _ plan to increase the power output to 
17,000 million kwh, and the total capacity of 
generating equipment to 3,380,000 kw in the 
coming seven years. 

For this, we must complete speedily the Kang- 
ge and Woonbong Power Stations now under 
‘construction and, at the same time, accelerate the 
construction of the Sudoosoo Power Station. And 
work will start on building the Bochun Power 
Station as well as hydropower stations on the up- 
per reaches of the Taidong and Chungchun 
Rivers. On the question of building thermal pow- 
er stations, main efforts will be directed to con- 
structing big-scale power stations in Bookchang 
and other major coal-fields and the Pyongyang 
Thermal Power’ Station with a central heating 
system attached. Many thermal power plants will 

be set up in factories utilizing extra and waste 
heat.

The high basicity fluxed sintering method, pro- 
duction of coke with anthracite, and the con- 
tinuous steel-pouring process at granulated iron 
converter will be perfected to solve the problein 
of developing speedily the ferrous-metailurgicai 
industry by using anthracite which is abundant 
in our country. 

' Research work on accelerating the ‘application 
of chemistry in the national economy ‘on -the 
basis of domestic resources, and study on using 
less electricity in industrial processes’ will be 
pursued while extending the achievement ‘of the 
research work on gasifying anthracite. 

_ Along with this, research work will be con- 
tinued on the development of synthetic fibre and 
synihetic resin industries which use raw ma- 
terials that are inexhaustible in our ‘country, 
such as anthracite and limestone, and on the 
industrialization of the production of synthetic 
rubber. 


In the plan period we will push ahead research 
work on the peaceful use of atomic energy under 
a far-reaching plan so as to extensively apply 
radioactive isotopes and radioactive rays to in- 
dustry, agriculture and various other fields. In- 
tensified research will be made in supersoniz 
Waves and high frequencies for their effective 
use in production and constructicn. Moreover. 


more semi-conductor materials will be made using 


domestic raw materials and the scope of their 
application be expanded. 


IMPROVEMENT OF THE MATERIAL AND 
CULTURAL STANDARDS OF THE PEOPLE 


A programmatic task confronting us is to radi- 
caliy improve the people’s living standard in the 
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shortest possible time on the basis of a great up- a 


surge of production. 
The Control Figures for the Seven-Year Plan 


envisage a 2.7-fold growth in national income 
and systematic rise in income of the working 
people. In 1967 the per household real incomes 
of factory and office workers and peasants’ real 
incomes will grow over twice that in 1960. 


Retail prices of daily necessaries will be re- 
duced in the plan period, and the income tax 
of factory and office workers, agricultural tax- 
in-kind and local tax will be abolished, thereby 
freeing the entire population from all burdens 
of taxation. 

Huge sums of money will be allocated for the 
social and cultural needs of the people. 

The Control Figures for the Seven-Year Plan 
pointed out that a large number of cultural estab- 
lishments such as theatres, cinemas, museums, 
libraries, clubhouses, etc. will be built, and fil 
studio will be newly built and expanded. During 
the Seven-Year Plan period the circulation of 
newspapers will be increased 3.2 times, magazines 
and books 3.4 times. 

In order to promote the health of the working 
people the city and county public hospitals and 
each “village clinic will be expanded and many 
doctors will be assigned to them. In this way the 
section doctor system, an advanced system ‘of me- 
dical services, will be introduced, Maternity 
wards, children’s hospitals, tuberculosis hospitais 


and other specialized hospitals will be opened in 


various places. During the plan period the num- 
ber of doctors will be increased 4.4 times and 


that of hospital beds 3 times. —

Workers in) machine-building industry have also 
chalked up fine results in their effort to boost produc- 


tion. 


Workers and technicians of the Dukchun Automo- 
bile Plani, who had turned out 3,008 lorries by Sep- 
tember 5 to fulfil the plan for the year before the 
Opening of the Party Congress, have recently decid- 
ed at a meeting to accomplish the tasks under the 
Seven-Year Plan two years ahead of the set time. 
Manufaciure of parts for 30 lorries now every day— 
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the peak figure at this’ plant. 


Empioyees of the Kiyang Tractor Plant have pro- 
mised to fulfil the production plan under the Seven- — 
Year Plan in five years, while the workers of the 
Bookjoong Machine-building Factory have come out 
with the resclve to accomplish annual plan two months — a 
ahead cf schedule every year during the Seven-Year 
Plan period. 

The Fourth Party Congress outlined a huge task of - 
adding 2,000,000 kw of generating capacity during 
the Seven-Year Plan period to bring the total generat- se 
ing capacity to 3.3-3.5 million kw. = 

Builders of the Kangge, Woonbong, Suhdoosoo and 
Naijoongri hydropower plants have decided io carry 
out this militant task ahead of schedule. At the con- 
struction sites of these power plants the daily result 
of concrete tamping in middle September was 1.5 
times as high as in early part of the same month. 

Workers who have undertaken the construction of

the Kangge Youth Power Plant have decided to com- 
plete the project by May Day in 1963. The plant will 
have a generating capacity of 246,000 kw. 

Working people in Pyongyang are strenuously 
working to put into practice their pledge to complete 


by 1965 the building of a thermal power plant with 
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a generating capacity of 400,000 kw, put into opera- 
tion one of the generators by May Day next year. 
Miners have also expressed their resolve to fulfil 
ahead of schedule the tasks set forth by the Party 

Congress. 

Workers of the Aoji Coal Mine have made up their 
minds to raise ‘the annual coal output 1o over two 
million tons during the Seven-Year Plan period, while 
employees of the Moosan Mine adopted at their meet- 
ing a decision to carry out the task under the Seven- 
Year Plan one year earlier than the set time. 

Daily output of ore at the Ongjin Mine is double 
the figure in the early part of the year. Introduction of 
hydraulic mining at the Ramjun and Anjoo collieries 
has resulted in doubling or trebling labour produc- 
tivity. 

Big results have been chalked up also at the Heung- 

nam Fertilizer Factory which greeted the Perty Con- 
gress with increased production of chemical fertilizers. 
daily output from 1,300 tons to 1,500 tons. Workers 
of the Chullima ammonium nitrate shop hes boosted 
daily output of fertilizer by 13 tons compared with the 
days when the Party Congress was in session. This 
means they now produce every day on the average 
131 tons more fertilizers than in the pre-Congress 
days. 
Employees of the February 8 Vinalon Factory adopt- 
ed at their recent meeting a decision to produce 
2,006 tons of vinalon by the end of the year, create 4 
production capacity of 20,000 tons next year and bring 
production capacity to 30,000-ton mark during the 
Seven-Year Plan period. 

Output of textiles in the ten days period from Sep- 
tember 11, the opening day of the Fourth Party Con- 
gress, was over 223,900 metres higher than in the firsi 
ten cays of September. 

At the local industry factories, the average daily 
output in September showed the following increase 
compared with August: fabrics for winter clothes over 
36,000 meires, materials for overcoat more than 34,000 
metres and fabrics for underwear over 21,000 metres. 

Mountains and seas are also scenes of battle for 
the fulfilment of the tasks set forth by the Party Con- 
gress. Fish catch per head of fisherman at the Won- 
san Fishery has doubled since the Party Congress. 
Workers of the Namjoong Timber Station have all 
along topped their daily timber production plan by 
125 per cent since the opening day of the Party Con- 
gress. 

The countryside is also swept by a wave of innova- 
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tions. Peasants of Sookchun County, South Pyongan 
Province, reclaimed 650 jungbo of tide land and finish- 
ed the harvest of maize in three days following the 
opening of the Party Congress. Harvesiing, thrashing 
and autumn sowing are proceeding at a rate faster 
than in any preceding years. 

Peasants of North Hwanghai Province were report- 
ed to have finished the harvest of paddy and maize 
by October 4. Peasants in Kaesong district had com- 
pleted paddy harvest by October 4. On the following 
day, report of completion of paddy harvest came in 
from South Hwanghai Province, a chief granary of the 
country. 

In all provinces, harvesting and thrashing began 20 
or 30 days earlier than usual. 


Farmers of the Soojoong Agricultural Co-operative, 
Sonahwa County, the Euku Agricultural Co-operative 
of Taitan County, South Hwanghai Province, and tne 
Moonhwa Agricultural Co-operative of Kowon County, 
South Hamkyung Province, have finished autumn sow- 
ing of wheat. 


High degree of enthusiasm of the working people 
finds expression not only in higher output but also 
in better quality of products. Workers of the Koosung 
Textile Mill, for instance, have increased remarkably 
the proportion of first-grade products since they set 
out on the fulfilment of the tasks laid down by the 
Perty Congress. Shinuijoo Textile Mill and other textile 
mills have made preparations for weaving fabrics from 
vinalen, staple fibre, artificial fibre and other chemical 
fibres, and now produce a great variety of handsome 
fabrics. 


Reports of technical innovations come in in succes- 
sion from different enterprises and factories. Workers 
of the Dukchun Automobile Plant have devised and 
manufactured a crank shaft cutting lathe which has a 
capacity more than 10 times higher than the ordinary 
one. Workers of the Kiljoo Plywood Factory have 
builf a 1,000-ton press which manufactures wood shav- 
ing board without using adhesives. Machine shop at 
the Koosung Mining Machine Factory has built a tun- 
nelling machine which makes it possible for one miner 
to do 100 men’s quotas, while workers of the Ryong- 
dung Colliery invented a universal purpose prepara- 
tory tunnelling machine which helps to increase labour 
efficiency 17 times. Metallurgical research workers of 
the Central Metal Research Institute and workers of the 
Kangsun Steel Works have succeeded in using anthra- 
cite in the operation of gas generator. These are only 
some of the achievements in technical innovations taken 
from a long list. 


The upsurge of labour enthusiasm among the work- 
ing people is proof that they are all out for the im- 
plementation of the tasks set forth by the Party Con- 
gress and that they will win victory in the new battle.

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With keen attention the entire Korean people have 
been following the events taking place around the 
German question—the question of concluding a Ger- 
man peace treaty and normalizing the West Berlin 
situation. 

Publications on many occasions expressed the sup- 
port of the Korean people to the German people in 
their strugale for the conclusion of a German peace 
treaty. Recently mass rallies were held throughout the 
country. 

On October 6 a mass rally was held at the Youth 
Open-air Theatre in Pyongyang. The rally was attend- 
ed by leaders of the Party and Government, func- 
tionaries of social organizations, scientists, men of cul- 
ture, pressmen, workers, youth and _ students. 

Also present were German Ambassador Kurt 
Schneidewind and staff members of the German Em- 
bassy. 

Writer Song Yung was the main speaker at the rally. 

Pointing to the fact that the revived West German 
militarists are today openly clamouring for revenge 
and absorption of the German Democratic Republic by 
force and unscrupulously putting in claims for the ter- 
ritories of the Soviet Union, Poland, Czechoslovakia 
and other countries, Song Yung declared that, if the 
European security and world peace were to be pre- 
served, first of all, a German peace treaty must b: 
concluded, and the West German revanchists be curb- 
ed, and finally the survivals of the second world war 
be removed. 

He recalled that proceeding from the practical ap- 
praisal of the situation obtaining at present, the Gov- 
ernménts of the Soviet Union and the German Demo- 
cratic Republic, together with other countries of the so- 
cialist camp, long ago proposed to conclude a peace 
treaty with the two German states and convert Wes 
Berlin into a demilitarized, free city. They have exeri- 
ed consistent efforts for the realization of their pro- 
posals. 

However, he went on, the imperialists headed by the 
U.S. imperialists are answering the proposals of the 
Soviet Union and the German Democratic Republic 
with a war threat. He added, the socialist countries 
are fully prepared to conclude a peace treaty with 
the German Democratic Republic only, should the 
Western Powers keep adamant in their refusal to 
conclude a peace treaty with the two German states. 

The conclusion of a German peace treaty, Comrade 
Song continued, would be an effective brake cn the 
revanchists in West Germany and would cool off the 
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imperialists’ hot heads. He stressed that the Korean 
people wholeheartedly support the firm stand of the 
socialist countries. 

Saying that the German issue should have been sei= 
tled long ago on the principles laid down at Yalta 
and Potsdam, the speaker referred to the two different 
circumstences between the two German states, East 
and West. 

He declared that a peace treaty with the two Ger- 
man states, and converting West Berlin into a demili- 
tarized, free city is necessary to remedy the serious 
situation created in West Germany and West Berlin, 
and preserve peace in Europe. 

Stressing that a German peace treaty allows no de- 
lay, Song Yung said that the Democratic People’s Re- 
public of Korea, proceeding from its peace-loving for- 
eign policy, fully supports the proposals of the Gov- 
ernments of the Soviet Union and the German Demo- 
cratic Republic. 

Moreover, he added that the Korean people are 
firmly on the side of the peoples of the Soviet Union, 
and the German Democratic Republic on the question 
of German peace treaty and turning Berlin into a 
demilitarized, free city. 

Warmly welcoming and _ fully supporiing the mea- 
sures taken by the Governments of the Soviet Union 
and other Warsaw treaty signatories for increasing 
their defence capacity in face of the daily worsening 
war machinations of the imperialists, Song Yung term- 
ed these measures as just since they would check the 
adventures of the imperialists and safeguard the secu- 
rity of the socialist camp and world peace. 

He also extended full support to the decision of the 
Soviet Government on resuming nuclear tests and to 
the measures of the Government of the German Demo- . 
cratic Republic for thoroughly blocking provocations 
of West Berlin against the German Democratic Repub- 
lic and other countries of the socialist camp. 

Pointing out that the German Democratic Republic is 
an independent state, the speaker emphasized that 
she has all the right to take any step she sees fit for 
preserving her own security. 

No provocation or threat of the imperialist aggres- 
sors, he stressed, can cow the countries of the socialist 
camp or alter the immovable determination of the 
Warsaw treaty countries to conclude a peace treaty 
with the German Democratic Republic and to normalize 
the West Berlin situation. 

Pointing out that not only in Europe but in Asia the 
U.S. aggressive circles are aggravating tension and

stepping up war provocations, he scathingly denounc- 
ed the U.S. imperialists who having revived Japanese 
militarism are turning Japan into a hotbed of a new 
aggressive war in the Far East and Asia. 

He said that the Korean people demand an imme- 
diate stop fo rearming Japanese militarists and abro- 
gation of the Japan-U.S. military pact. Moreover, the 
speaker continued, the U.S. aggressive troops must be 
withdrawn from all parts of Asia, so that a lasting 
peace and security in the Far East and Asia can be 
secured. 

Song Yung denounced the U.S. imperialists for ag- 
gravating tension and stepping up war preparations 
in South Korea. He stressed that neither the military 
dictatorship nor vicious fascist suppression of the po- 
pular masses can cope with the catastrophic situation 
in South Korea, the outcome of the 16 years’ occupa- 
tion of South Korea by the U.S. imperialists, nor can 
they break the revolutionary spirit of the South Korean 
popular masses who demand a new life, new politics 
and peaceful unification of the country. 

He asserted that the entire Korean people, rallied 
rock-firm around the Central Committee of the Workers’ 
Party of Korea headed by Comrade Kim II Sung and 
upholding the resolution of the historical Fourth Party 
Congress, will further accelerate socialist construction, 
compel the U.S. aggressive army to withdraw from 
South Korea, and accomplish the cause of the coun- 
try's peaceful unification. 

Declaring that the Soviet Union and other countries 
of the socialist camp are in possession of material and 
technical means capable of dealing instsntaneously a 
crushing counter-blow to any gambles of the imperi- 
alists war-maniacs, he said that should the imperial- 
ists undertake a reckless act, they will only invite 
self-destruction. 

He expressed the firm conviction that the struggle of 
the Soviet Union, the German Democratic Republic and 
other socialist countries for the conclusion of a Ger- 
man peace treaty and for the peaceful settlement of 
the West Berlin issue will certainly be crowned with 
final victory. 

His speech was punctuated with repeated shouts 
of the attendants: “Long live the ever-lasting friend- 
ship between the Korean and German peoples!" 
“U.S. imperialists, get out of South Korea at once!” 

Foliowing Song Yung, Pak Sang Hong spoke on be- 
half of the workers, Ko Sang Joon representing the 
youth and students and Chun Moon Jin the Korean 
women addressed the rally. 


Every speaker denounced the leading circles of the 
Western Powers headed by the U.S. imperialists who 
flagrantly violate international agreements which were 
drawn up for the just settlement of the German issues 
after the war, and who revived the West German 
militarists, thus creating a new danger in the heart of 
Europe for another world war. They stressed that the 
serious situation threatening peace and security must 
be ended without delay. 

The only way to put an end to the serious situation 
created in West Germany is to conclude a German 
peace treaty and on this basis normalize the West 
Berlin situation, they unanimously said. ; 

Then Kurt Schneidewind, German Ambassador to 
Korea, spoke. 

He said that the struggle for concluding a German 
peace treaty is not only the task of all the peace- 
loving German people but also the task of all the 
peace-champions of the world. 

He said that the conclusion of a peace treaty witn 
the two German states or, failing that, with the Ger- 
man Democratic Republic only, will contribute to cur- 
bing the West German imperialists and militarists. 

He expressed thanks to Comrade Kim Il Sung, Chair- 
man of the Central Committee of the Workers’ Party 
of Korea and Premier of the D.P.R.K., for expressing 
at the Fourth Congress of the Workers’ Party of Korea 
wholehearted support of the Korean people to the 
just struggle of the German people for concluding a 
peace treaty before the year end. 

Stressing that the Korean and German peoples are 
fighting for the common goal, he said that the peoples 
of the two countries demand the withdrawal of the U.S. 
imperialist occupation troops from South Korea, West 
Germany and West Berlin and that their domestic 
issues should be settled by themselves without any 
foreign interference. 

Asserting that the entire people in Democratic Ger- 
many and all the peace-loving German people fully 
support the proposals of the Workers’ Party of Korea 
for the peaceful unification of Korea and the strug- 
gle of the Korean people for its realization, the Ger- 
man Ambassador concluded:

q N the eve of the Red Letter day of the Ko- 
{ O rean people, the sixteenth anniversary of 
the August 15 Liberation, the country witnessed 
_ the completion of the first stage of construction of 
_ two chemical fibre factories, one in Chungjin and 
' the cther in Shinuijoo. 
_ This, a present to the Fourth Congress of the 
_ Workers’ Party of Korea, will make a great con- 
tribution to improving the well-being of the peo- 
ple. Indeed, the construction of the two chemical 
_ fibre factories reflects fully the correct economic 
_ policy of the Workers’ Party of Korea which re- 
_ gards the improvement of the people’s welfare as 
‘ the supreme principle governing its activities. 
The Party aims at increasing the fabric pro- 
duction. At present the fabric output stands at 
18 metres per capita but the figure will go up to 
30 in the coming two to three years, then to 50 
Metres by the end of the Seven-Year Plan period. 
_ Because of the limited area of arable land in our 
country, cultivation of textile raw materials falls 
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Short of the country’s needs, consequently the Par- 
ty has directed attention to securing synthetic 
fibres from raw materials and resources in which 
the country abounds. 

To this end a big vinalon factory was complet- 
ed last May. This factory using litmestone and 
anthracite as raw materials whose resources are 
literally inexhaustible, began operation in August, 
with its annual production Capacity being 10,000 
tons. It is being equipped to raise the capacity to 
20,000 tons. 

It is expected there will rise new vichlon, 
nitron and nylon factories. Yet we will be needing 
more synthetic fibre factories. ; 

The new chemical fibre bases being built in 
Chungjin and Shinuijoo will yield fabrics from 
wood, reed and maize stalks. 


SHINUIJOO CHEMICAL FIBRE FACTORY 


A new magnificent factory has appeared on the 
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lower reaches of the Yaiu River, the country’s 


northern boundary. Its first stage of construction 
was completed by August 11 in the compound cf 
440,000 square metres. At present so'tie 10 build- 
ings including a modern pulp factory and a staple 
fibre factory stand there. 

Indeed the Shinuijoo Chemicai Fibre Factory 
symbolizes collective heroism and patriotism of the 
people.

It was in June 1958. 

Pointing to the reed fields lying in waste be- 
fore him, Premier Kim Il Sung gave instructions 
to the leading personnel of the Province Party 
and government organs to turn reed and maize 
stalks into fibre so as to give more fabrics to the 
people. It was also here that he said our scientists 
should continue their research on securing artifi- 
cial fibres from reed and maize stalks. And scien- 
tists of our country, who had succeeded in making 
artificial pulp with reed and maize stalks, again 
pushed forward with their struggle. Gradually the 
great vision of the Party of solving the question 
of clothing began to materialize and the construc- 
tion of large-scale chemical fibre factories was 
started this spring near the Shinuijoo Textile Com- 
binat. In some 90 days the daring builders of the 
country completed the first-stage construction, 
creating a new chemical city within a city. 

It took them only 50 days to erect the 110 
metres high chimney. And the large staple fibre 
factory covering 34,000 square metres went up in 
two months. In building the five storeyed pulp 
factory construction work proceeded simultane- 
ously with equipping and the factory began opera- 
tior in early August. Only one month was needed 
to finish the automated engineering room, gen- 
erating shop, etc. 

This factory will produce 20,000 tons of synthe- 
tic fibres annually. To secure this arnount of cot- 
ton, it would require 100.000 jungbo of land. 
Besides, we can get raw materiais for nylon and 
plastics from maize stalks and reed. 

The builders rose up as one to accomplish their 
task displaying devotion in full. 

Determined to complete the firsi-stage work 
before the sixteenth anniversary of the August 15 
Liberation day they removed mountains of earth 
overnight. New buildings appeared like magic. 
One new record came after another. In the early 
stage the rate of assembly method stood only at 
43 per cent but soon it went up to 98. Ordinarily 
one pillar would be put on another, but they as- 
sembled and erected 174-metre long pillar from 
the first to the third floor, Scaffolding workers 
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installed 500-odd large-sized prefab parts by me- 
chanized method. It took only 40 days to produce 
8,000 cubic metres of prefab parts instead of 200 
davs as estimated. No less impressive was the 
work of designers who drew up some 3,400 blue- 
prints surpassing their quotas five to ten times. 

The construction site was a school of commun- 
ist education as well. 

When Premier Kim Il Sung’ gave instruction in 
Hamheung to speed up building chemical fibre 
factories, people rushed to the construction site 
from Pyongyang, Haijoo, Sariwon and other places 
-_workers, technicians, students and even house- 
wives. 

Kim Eun Ja, a weaver of the Shinuijoo Textile 
Factory, was leaving for home on her vacation 
but decided to give her two-week vacation to help 
in the construction. Sales girls of the city of 
Shinuijoo brought baskets of fruit to the builders 
working on the fourth or fifth storey and the 
clerks of the Shinuijoo Department Store came 
out with sewing machines to mend the workers’ 
clothes when needed. Then medical workers did 


» everything possible for the builders. 


With the completion of the first stage of con- 
struction, the builders and citizens of Shinuijoo 
are doubling their efforts to carry out the task 
cof making the factory produce 10,000 tons of 
staple fibres by May Day next year. By then, 
trainloads of fabrics made from reed and maize 
stalks will be rushing to all corners of the Re- 
public. 

In the near future this factory will have © 
an annual capacity of 20,000 tons of chemi- 
cal fibres, which will give 110 million metres of 
fabrics. Also raw materials for nylon and plastics 
will be produced out of the waste materials. 

The Shinuijoo Chemical Fibre Factory will 
make a great contribution to improving markec- 
ly the people’s life. 


CHUNGJIN CHEMICAL FIBRE &ACTORY 


The annual capacity of the Chungjin Chemical 
Fibre Factory is 25,000 tons. 

The 25,000 tons of artificial fibres will give 15° 
million metres of fabrics. It would mean 15 metres 
more fabrics to every one in the country. 

It took only three months to complete the fac- 
tory which stands in a compound of one million 
square metres. 

During the period some 117,000 cubic metres 
of earth work was done and buildings of 10,000 
square metres of floor space were built, where ~ 
only three months ago there was nothing 
but swamps and weeds. Altogether over 8,509

machines and equipment have been installed. 

Every shop was mechanized and automated. 

The huge factory was completed in 100-odd 
days which would have taken 5 to 6 years in the 
days of the Japanese imperialist rule. 

Everything was done under well-laid plans. 
Some one hundred shock brigades were formed 
on the construction site. 

Everyone helped each other. They made what 
they were short of and looked for what they did 
not have. The builders worked out 140 odd inven- 
tions and rationalization plans and introduced 
mechanization and prefab methods widely. 

Workers of the staple fibre shop repaired some 
90 kinds of tools and 4,000 parts to speed up the 
assembling of spinning machines. Twenty 
Odd echnical innovation plans were made 
by the Chullima workteam led by Lee Hyun Sil. 
They raised productivity over 300 per cent. 

One of the most difficult jobs was to remove

The Cradle of Revolution 


Cherishing 


_Shingrungchun is a mountainous village 
which lies some eight kilometres south-east of 
Sungchiang in Antu county, Northeast China. 
There are at present some 150 farm households 
in the village, but during the days when Marshal 
Kim Il Sung lived in this village, there were only 
‘about 30 farm households. All the households, ex- 
‘cept one: Chinese, were Koreans. 
me It was thirty years ago at this village that 
‘Marshal Kim Il Sung, then Secretary of the 
Special Committee of the East-Manchurian Organi- 
zation of the Young Communist League, addressed 
‘himself to the task of forming the first Korean 
_ people’s armed detachment. And at Fachaitun, 
a village not far from Shingrungchun, Marshal 


Se. Kim ‘Il Sung organized an armed detachment. 


-._ We drove to Shingrungchun along the road 
_ flanked with paddy and non-paddy fields, shrubs, 
and clusters of orchids, and other flowers. 

On Mingweikou in New. Antu which we 
passed on the way rises a ridge called Hwang- 
kouiing and from there stretches a vast plateau 
to the foot of Mt. Baikdoo. 

_ According to our guide, there was a thick forest 
of larch-trees around the village when people 
-eame to settle there. Korean migrants who had 
come from across the Yalu or the Tumen rivers, 
cleared trees to open up farm plots. They toiled 
hard before planting seeds on the newly reclaim- 


es ed farmland, for they did not have enough draft 
cattle and farm implements. 


si Although they had opened up those patches of

the pretext of protecting them. It was, therefore, 
not fortuitous that the peasanis found themselves 
left with nothing even immediately after harvest. 
In Antu county, for instance, the land in and 
around Shingrungchun belonged to a landlord 
named Wu Han-jang, and the land in and around 
Shosahuh belonged to Tsang Byung-jun. 3 


In those days, Wu Han-jang had a private * 
force of 60 men and held the post of general- 
commander of eight “‘guard units’, having some 
406 men altogether under his command. Holding 
an unchallenged sway over this district, he often 
ordered his men to “‘shoot’? anyone who was not 
to his liking and rode roughshod over the people. a % 

Tsang Byung-jun owned some 200 square ri fe 
land in the vicinity of Tasahuh and Ryangkan- — 
kou and had under him a ‘“‘guard unit” led by 
villainous Li Do Sun. 

These ruffians resorted to all means of ex: 
ploitation, and drove out every one, even the aged 
and children, to fields during the farming season 
at the point of the bayonet. 

Comrade Yun Tai Hong, who had lived on thes 
estate of Tsang Byung-jun, told us about his 
sufferings. 

* “TI still remember what happened when I ia 
eight years old. Li’s_ hooligan soldiers came 
swinging their whips and drove me out to the. 
fields. Weeding was a hard job for a boy of my © 
age. My mother had to do my quota as well. Of 
course, I was harassed by the fear of being whip- — 
ped when I took a rest alone. But I was a . 
more at the sight of my mother doing servile — 
work all day long.” ¥ 

In those days, Tsang Byung-jun carried 0? if 
brewing business -in Old Antu and sometimes — :

The landlords took away from the peasants the 

bulk of the harvest under one or another pretext. 

| Sa The landlords exacted a fabulous price for rent- 
ed cattle and implements. The interest on loaned 
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taxes and levies. The range of these impositions 
was extremely extensive: Kap, Tun and 
Hyang (local administrative units) taxes, and 
taxes on salt, chimneys, carts, cattle, bridges, 
childbirth, marriage, and many other things. 
The peasants were beaten and _. fined by 
“public servants” for buying cheaper salt from 
private merchants, instead of buying expensive 
official salt. When they passed through the gate of 
administrative offices, the peasants had to pay a 
toll, which they dubbed ‘“‘gate tax.” Worse still, 
they had to treat tax-collectors to wine, provide 
accommodations and underwrite their travel ex- 
penses. 

Not only peasants of Shingrungchun, Shosa- 
huh and Tasahuh, but also all the Korean peas- 

_ ants who had migrated to Manchuria were sub- 

_ jected to such cruel exploitation and oppression 

_ by warlords and feudal landlords. 

i The Korean peasants in Manchuria were ground 
down also by the tyranny of the Japanese con- 
sulate. 

After 1910, the Japanese imperialists exercised 
consular jurisdiction in Manchuria, set up branch- 

es of “‘Chosun Bank” and ‘‘Oriental Development 

_ Company,” and organized the Korean Residents 
Association to intensify their economic plunder. 

Especially, the 1929-33 world economic crisis 
_ also made itself felt in Manchuria and condemned 
_ the peasants to more distressful situation. 

In the days from the late 20’s to the early 30’s, 
_ the Korean residents in Manchuria who were sub- 
_ jected to two-fold, three-fold exploitation, lived 

in the slough of poverty and non-rights. 

Such destitution and exploitation sparked off 
the struggle of the Korean residents in Manchuria 
against the Japanese imperialists, the Manchurian 
warlords and feudal landlords. 

For the Korean residents who, leaving their be- 

_ loved native soil behind, had come to Manchuria 

_ in the hope of earning a livelihood, the only way 

to life was the struggle against the oppressors. 
Furthermore, the internal and external situation 

prevailing then helped to fan their class consci- 

_ ousness. . 

Particularly, in eastern Manchuria bordering 
_on the Soviet Union, Marxism-Leninism was 
_ Yapidly disseminated after the Ociober Revolution 
and a powerful tide of revolution began to rise. 

Groups and branch organizations of the Com- 

_ munist Party and the Young Communist League 

carried on their activities in every village, where 

the anti-imperialist union, the peasants’ associa- 

_ tion, the women’s society, and the children’s corps 

_ were formed. 

Around that time, in Korea, a general strike of 
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Wonsan workers was followed by the nation-wide 
anti-Japanese student movement, the revolt of the 
workers of the Shinheung mine, and workers’ 
strikes in Pyongyang, Pusan, and other cities. 

The peasants’ revolt in Tanchun sparked off a 
chain reaction of peasants’ uprisings in North and 
South Hamkyung provinces. This had reverbera- 
tion on the peasants in eastern Mancnuria where 
harvest uprisings broke out in every county in the 
autumn and winter of 1931 and Chunhwang up- 
rising in the spring of 1932. 

Although the Korean residents in Manchuria 
won great victories in these struggles, they, 
nevertheless, suffered setbacks and blows when the 
Japanese imperialists launched dloody suppression 
and mass slaughter. 

The situation called for an armed struggle to 
counter the brutal reprisals by the Japanese im- 
perialists. From the spring of 1932, a struggle for 
obtaining arms was launched in every county, and 
in parallel with this struggle, organization of par- 
tisan units proceeded. 

In those stormy days, Marshal Kim I Sung 
came to Shingrungchun as Secretary of the 
Special Committee of the East-Manchurian Organi- 
zation of the Young Communist League. Taking 
into account the revolutionary situation, he under- 
took the task of developing the revolutionary ac- 
tion of the masses into an organized armed strug- 
gle. i 

The day after our arrival at Shingrungchun, 
we visited the remains of the house where Mar- 
Shai Kim Il Sung had lived and the school where 
he had taught the local youths and students. The 
river Tsudopai flowing down from Mt. Baik- 
doo runs through the village. The places where 
the house and the school stood are on the south: 
ern side of the river. : 

The house where Marshal Kim II Sung had 
lived, according to our guide, was a little log- 
cabin. But the house collapsed eight years ago, 
and on its site was growing maize. The eight 
room school also crumbled and on the ruins. of 
the school now stand new houses. There were re- 
mains of the mill-stone and some ten pieces of 
stone slabs used for under-floor heating. ae 

After our visit to the site of the house and the 
school, we crossed the river to climb Mt. Podai 
on the northern outskirts of the Village. It was 
on this mountain that Marshal Kim Il Sung used 
to Lold secret meetings with village youths. There 
is a glade in a bush on the peak of the moun- 
tain where the Japanese, after September 18 In- 
cident, set up a battery. Thus, “Podai-San,”’ the 
name of the mountain which means batiery, ori- 
ginated from this. {aay 
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We met and talked with Ma Chang Ok, Kim 
Chung Sook, Li Sung Rai, Kim Hyun Koo, Kang 
Nam Chul, all aged men who had lived for a long 
time in the village, and also with Comrades Li 
Kun Bai and Li Dong Kun. We learned from then! 
much about the life and activities of Marshal 
Kim I] Sung and how his family had fared. 

_ Marshal Kim I] Sung’s mother, Kang Ban Suk, 
and his younger brothers, Chul Joo and Yung Joo, 
moved to Antu from Sonammun, Fusung. Marshal 
Kim Il Sung dropped in Hwatien and Kirin on 
his way io Antu. 

While secretly conducting the preparations for 
the formation of armed units at Shingrungchun, 
Marshal Kim Il Sung led the youth and children 
in this district, forming their organizations. In 
two months after his arrival in Shingrungchun, 
his family also moved to this village. 

“The house in which Marshal Kim I] Sung’s 
family was to move badly needed repair. When 
the village youths learned this, they came to the 
help of the family in repairing the house. This 
serves to show how deeply Marshal Kim II Sung 
had gone among the masses and how much con- 
fidence he enjoyed among them. Marshal 
Kim Il Sung set up a school by reorganizing an 
old-fashioned village school run by Ryu Ho. 

~ At the school attended by some 30 boys and 
girls, all sons and daughters of the poor and 
hired peasants, he educated the pupils in the 
spirit ‘of patriotism. He also sponsored gatherings 
and dramatic’ performances as a means of mass 
- political education among the aged people, women 
included. One of such gatherings was the debate 
meeting regularly held on Saturday evening. At 
these meetings, the participants—village youths, 
aged people and even children—were divided in- 
to two groups in debate. All participants voiced. 

' Among the subjects of debates were such to- 

pics as “‘Which is better, the old or the new?” 
‘ In debating on this topic, some favoured the 
new fashion saying that it brought modern ma- 
chines, while others expressed opposite views say- 
ing that machines brought unemployment in their 
wake. 

In the course of such discussion, the people 
came to realize the contradictions in a capitalist 
‘society and to enhance their class consciousness. 
In the end, the meetings developed into a means 
of infusing the ideas of proletarian liberation. 
While conducting education among pupils, Mar- 
shal Kim I] Sung selected the best ones among 
them to organize a children’s exploration party 
‘and gave them proper training for exploration. 
‘We met Comrade Li Kun Bai, who was a platoon 
leader of the children’s exploration party, and

from whom we learned about the activities of the 
children’s exploration party. 

The first mission assigned by Marshal 
Kim Il Sung, Comrade Li Kun Bai told, was to 
keep watch over a landlord’s mansion. A group of 
boys went near the landlord’s house ne night, but 
they were forced back by a fierce watchdog. 
Marshal Kim Il Sung taught the boys how to tame 
the dog. They carried steamed potatoes and 
scorched rice in their pockets and tossed them to 
the dog. So even in daytime, they tad easy ac- 
cess to the courtyard of the mansion, and while 
playing games there, carried out their mission 
creditably. In those days, Comrade Kim Yung Joo 
was also a member of the children’s exploration 
party. 

“Marshal Kim Il Sung, we learned, would per- 

sonally compile text-books and make note-books 
for pupils and would often take children to 
Mt. Podai during gymnastics lesson to foster in 
them vigorous spirit and give them military train- 
ing. 
And every Sunday he guided the amateur 
theatricals of the village young folks. Their re- 
pertoire included dance dramas “‘Danshimjool,” 
‘Proud of Korea’s 13 Provinces’’ and short plays 
“Letter from Mother,’ ‘“Sekchindan, Sekboodan,” 
CUGs 

To this day the villagers clearly remember the 
stories of the’ plays they saw in those days. They 
told us: Re § 

‘Danshimjool” was a play built around the 
theme of the united front. At the centre of the 
stage stood a pillar that symbolized the Party. 
From the top of the pillar hung tape of various — 
colours. 

Men of various walks of life—workers, peas- 
ants, soldiers, scholars, students—appeared on the ~ 
stage. Each of them took a tape and turned round 
the pillar singing in chorus, The tapes were twist 
ed into a ‘“‘Danshimjool’’ (one-heart string). The 
dance symbolised the unity of people of various 
walks of life around the Party. > oe 


“Proud of Korea’s 13 Provinces” was designed 
to arouse patriotism. Thirteen children, each car- — 
rying the map of one of Korea’s 13 Provinces, — 
entered ihe stage one by one. Each of them sang 
in praise of the Province whose map he or she 
carried. One by one they placed the map on the ~ 
stage, and together they completed the map of 
Korea. The children on the stage as well as the | 
audience were moved to tears thinking of the — 
nomeland. Ali of them renewed their determina- 
tion to regain their couniry. > ‘ 

The play ‘‘Letter from Mother’? dealt with the i 
campaign of eliminating illiteracy, A woman with | & 
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@ letter in her hand came on the stage and a man 
came from the other side. The woman politely 
asked the man to read it for her. The letter was 
informing the woman that her mother would soon 
visit her. Taking the letter the man was quite at 
a loss. As he read tears came to his eyes. The 
‘woman wondered why the man wept while reading 
a stranger’s letter. She concluded that the letter 
‘was informing her of some very unhappy news. 
So she also began to weep. Just then a third man 
passed by. Looking at the scene he also began 
‘to weep. A fourth man came. He was a little puz- 
zled. He asked why they were weeping. The first 
‘man confessed that he wept because he was il- 
literate and unable to read the letter. The woman 
told her reason. (The third weeper confessed that 
‘the thought the place was a place where one had 
to weep.) 

The play “‘Sekchindan, Sekboodan’’ depicted a 

group of Japanese women and children siruggling 
to take back their husbands or fathers who were 
‘conscripted to invade foreign land.-The women 
and children dared even lie on the raiiroad to 
‘obstruct’ the trains that carried away their 
thhusbands. or fathers. 
‘. The villagers recalled that at the entertainment 
they had also danced and sung such songs as the 
“Song of Revolution,” ‘“The Ten Advance Song,” 
*Song of General Mobilization,” eic. 

We were told that Marshal Kim I] Sung would 
make speeches after the entertainments about the 
problem of . the country’s independence for 
enhancing the class consciousness of the audience 
basing his talks on the contents of the plays. 

_ Marshal Kim Il Sung took an active part in 
the village affairs, leading the villagers to strug- 
gle against the oppressors. 


In those days there lived a village headman 


- named Kim Choon Keun in the village of Shing- 


_ rungchun. Overstepping his power, 


he filled his 


- own pockets for long years, collecting miscellane- 


ous taxes. Bitter hatred against him prevailed in 


_ the village. 


Learning about the matter, Marshal Kim Il Sung 


.prepared a written accusation and called the vil- 


_ lagers together. And he telephoned Wu Han-jang 


to come. Wu was a big landlord who owned all 


the land of the vicinity and the leader of eight 


_ “guard units.”” The members of the village

Marshal Kim Il Sung read aloud the accusation 
to the audience. Then he made a speech in Korean 
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Kim Il Sung was in his ‘ 


and in Chinese alternatively declaring that a man 
responsible for the wellbeing of the villagers should 
not behave that way. The villagers rejoiced over 
the opportunity to satisfy their deep grudge. The 
villagers immediately decided to change the 
neadman. Everyone expressed his respect and 
gratitude to Marshal Kim Il Sung. “Tranks to Mr. 
Kim Sung Joo’s (then the Marshal was ‘called 
Kim Sung Joo) coming to our village, we couid 
have such evil headman changed.”’ 


Even the landlord Wu Han-jang was impressed 
by the propriety of the accusation and the vil- 
lagers’ spirit. He tried to put a bold face on the 
matter: “I didn’t know the headman had been 
doing that way for so many years.” 

Wu Han-jang’s steward, a man named Kim Moon 
Sun, pretended to be for the kicking out of the 
evil headman, saying in the presence of the vil- 
lage folk: “It was very fine to have changed the 
headman, a job that merits erecting a monument.” 


But he spoke ill of the village young folk be-— 


hind the scenes. His conduct naturally earned 
him due reward. The village young folk made 
his blocd run cold. 

After this. Wu Haii-jang, the big landlord who 
led 400 ‘‘guards,’’ did not dare to stand against 
Marshal Kim Il Sung. But the fact that Marshai 
‘sphere of influence’? was 
a nightmare to him. Having racked his brains, me 
called on the Marshal one day. 

“T have long suspected that you are a com- 
munist. But as I am always away in Old Antu 
leaving only a few of my men here, I have never 
felt quite easy. Once my men know you are a com- 
munist and do you an injury, I must turn enemy 
of the entire communists. But on the other hand, 
if I leave the matter as it is, I will be executed 
by the Japanese when they detect the maiter. 
Therefore, considering mutual interests, I propose 
that you leave here. Please let me bear your travel 
expenses, if you need any.” 

Then Marshal Kim Il Sung said: “You need 
not be afraid of anything. Though a landlord, 


vou, too, belong to the Chinese nation whose ter- 


ritory is partly occupied by the Japanese. So you 


must have the conscience of a Chinese. You duly 


hate the. Japanese. I suppose you serve as chief 
of the ‘‘guard units’’ only because you are com- 
pelled to do so. That being the case, how can you 


come out against or try to injure me, one of the 


communists, who, like you, aim to overthrow the 
Japanese imperialists, to achieve independence and 
live a happy life. I do not think you could behave 
in that way, nor any of your men. I do not want 
to believe you are a reactionary or a mean per- 
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son. So, you had better take good care so as not 
to be called a running dog of the Japs rather than 
worrying about my affairs.” Wu Han-jang, seeing 
it was useless to try further persuasion, left. 
But after that Marshal Kim Il Sung received 
threats on numerous occasions from reactionary 
running dogs including Wu Han-jang but he re- 
mained there to continue the resolute struggie 
against them, unite the peasants, youths and boys 
in the village of Shingrungchun and its vicini- 
ty into organizations and educate them. 
Marsnal Kim I] Sung lived also in Suli for a 
while, engaged in the organizational work in its 
vicinity. Thus, while organizing in an extensive 
way mass political work, Marshal Kim I] Sung 
established special contact with the most active 


youths and had frequent secret meetings. 


Thinking of those days when the Marshal was 
in Suli with deep emotion, old Kim Hyun Koo 
said: 

“When Mr. Kim Sung Joo visited Suli, he 
often stayed at my house. He discussed matters 
with Kim Chul Hui, Li Kun Bai and other young 
men in our village. When he was with us, he 
copied a Korean text-book and even the multipli- 
cation table for my brother-in-law who couldn’t 
go to school because of the distance, and taught 


him reading and writing. When he was leaving 


us he advised me to study, presenting me his 
dictionary. During his stay in our village, too, 


. Mr. Kim Sung Joo devoted what little time he 


could snatch from his busy hours to reading books. 
He used to go to bed with books. I would wake 
up to find him still reading. I wondered when he 
slept.”’ Listening to the old man, we were deeply 
moved. The efforts and energy of the Marshal who 
studied far into the night and from early morning 
snatching moment from his work, and, even while 
in a bed skimping sleep, thought of the future 
of the country, drew up far- -reaching projects for 
the victory of the revolution and the plan of 
tomerrow’s struggle. 


All of us were ashamed of ourselves and re- 


solved to follow his example. 


All of us thought of the kind consideration 


_ of the Marshal who copied a Korean reader for a 


strange boy and gave his only dictionary to an 
old man, of his earnest and far-sighting desire for 
the country’s future and the revolution, and of 
his parental affection for the upbringing of the 
rising generation, and we were filled with bound- 
less happiness of marching ahead under the gui- 
dance of the Marshal. 

During our exploration in the village of Shing- 
rungchun, we could not but express our great 


admiration for the Marshal’s mother, Mrs. Kang 


Ban Suk who cherished great motherly affection 
and devotion for the revolutionary was of the 
Marshal. 


Comrade Li Dong Kun, who was a pupil. of 
a private-run school in those days, told us about 
the family circumstances of the Marshal in those 
days: 

“My father had been acquainted with the Kims 
since they had come to Fusung and was on inti- 
mate terms with them after we nad moved te 
Shingrungchun village. Mr. Kim Sung Joo 
taught the children without any fee. Mrs. Kang 
Ban Suk was frequently sick in bed. As a resuit 
their living was very hard, as I knew. 


“Thoughtless about all this I, together with my 
brother, often called on them and shared their 
suppers of millet gruel. One day, I remember 
clearly, my mother scolded me: ‘You are giving 
trouble to the poor family going there so often 
to eat. Don’t call on them at supper-time any 
more!’ We were told that Marshal Kim Il Sung 
went up to the mountain with friends at dawn 


every day to gather firewood for his mother who - 


was struggling to make ends meet. But the 
mother also did everything possible to relieve 
him of the cares of livelihood. Firewood Me 


gathered filled the yard. 


In those days Marshal Kim I] Sung would 
stay after school working and studying till late 
at night. Mrs. Kang Ban Suk often came to the 
school, worried about her son getting hungry. 


One night the old watchman Ri Sun Rai was 
covering his beat. When he drew near the school 
he saw Mrs. Kang Ban Suk making fire at an 
oven of the school. She was breaking firewood 
muffling the sound with her skirt. The old man 
thought she was so diligent as to work late at 
night at the school, but wondered why she was 
trying to break the wood without any noise. He 
approached her to speak to her. But seeing the 
old man, she motioned for him to be silent. It 
was, he learned, because her son. Marshal Kim 
Il Sung was studying in the room. 


Such story brought home more keenly to our 
minds that so deep and warm a feeling of the 
Marshal 
his early days was directly connected with the 
very warm love, noble will of his parents. 


It was with the whole-hearted desire for the 
organization of armed forces, the urgent revolu- 
tionary task, that Marshal Kim I Sung devoted 
his whole activities undaunted in the face of 
hardships and the continuous threats of the — 
enemy. How keenly the Marshal felt the necessh 
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4 ty ef an armed organization in the light of the 


revolutionary situation at the time can be sur- 
mised from the following story told by Comrade 
Joo who was then chairman of the Anti-Japanese 
Association of Sungchiang, Antu County. 

“I think it was right after the September 18 
Incident. At the meeting of responsible functiona- 
ries of the mass organizations in Sungchiang, 
Marshal Kim I] Sung said: ‘... It is not an easy 
task for us to arm ourselves. But the current 
situation requires us to do it. This is not a pro- 
blem restricted to the Koreans only. This pro- 
blem is posed before the Chinese people, too. The 


Korean and Chinese peoples should unite to 
_ overthrow Japanese imperialism. Each should 
contribute what he can, be it a weapon, or 


money. Thus pooling our power, through general 
mobilization, we must fight. Mere lamenting or 
making an uproar about the enemy’s beast-like 
atrocities will get us nowhere. We must rise to 
an armed struggle. Where can we get weapons? 


We could buy them if we had money, or we 
could make them. But the shortest way is to 
wrest them from the enemy. If we tap our in- 


genuity, go out for weapons io the right places, 
not fearing death, each of us can get his own 
weapon. When we do it more successfully we 
can get more weapons.

UR university, the first university of the Korean 
O people, was established on October 1, 1946, 
on the initiative of Comrade Kim II Sung, our beloved 
leader. 

After the country's liberation, one of the immediate 
tasks for building a prosperous, mighty independent 
country put forward by the Workers’ Party of Korea 
headed by Comrade Kim II Sung was to set up a 
Popular educational system and expand extensively

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the network of schools of all levels from primary 
schocls to higher learning institutions, attaching great 
significance to training new intellectuals serving the 
newly won state power. Everything was done for the 
implementation of the task. Old intellectuals have 
been re-educated and remodelled along socialist lines 
to serve the new society, and large numbers of in-. 
tellectuals of worker and peasant origin. have been, 
brought up. Our intellectuals, imbued with Communist, 


ideology, are serving the Party and the working peo- 
ple in government organs and in economic and -cul- 
tural fields. 


Our university holds an important place in ‘raining 
intellectuals who are immensely true to the Party. 


Our university named after Comrade Kim II Sung 
has traversed a path of rapid development under the 
direct guidance of the Workers’ Party of Korea and 
is enjoying active support and cooperation of the en- 
fire people.

When the university was first opened, it had seven 
faculties, nine chairs and an enrolment of over 1,500 
students, sons and daughters of workers, peasants and 
working people. The teaching staff numbered over 60. 


In aufumn 1948, in accordance with the measures 
taken by the Workers’ Party of Korea to improve the 
higher learning system, three faculties, transportation 


engineering, agriculture and medical, were separated 


from the university to become three new institutions. 
At the same time, the university was expanded to 
nine faculties and nineteen chairs. 


Many difficult problems confronted the university 
in the early days because we had little experience. 

But, encouraged and inspired by the solicitude and 
guidance given by the Workers’ Party of Korea and 
our beloved leader Kim I] Sung, the teachers burning 
with patriotism successfully overcame these difficulties. 

In fhis way, soon the university could stand on a 
firm foundation. 


However, when the U.S. aggressors unleashed the 
war in Korea they conducted indiscriminate bombing 
killing tens of thousands of innocent people and de- 
stroying schools, hospitals and cultural establishments. 
Our university too was a victim of the enemy's re- 
peated bombings. A great number of feachers and 
students went to the front to fight the enemy. 


ie The teachers and students remaining in the rear, 
despite the difficulties of the wartime, moved the uni- 
versity “to a mountainous area to keep training na- 
tional cadres, in accordance with the militant measure 
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of the Workers’ Party of Korea. And they displayed 
unbending revolutionary spirit in this. 


At that time the people gave us all the help they 
could. 


During these years, we felled timber to build make- 
shift classrooms and dormitories. Then we filled the 
land while studying. Even under the difficult wartime 
Kim 1! Sung University turned out on two occasions 
over 400 graduates. 


From the university came two Heroes of the D.P.R.K. 
and over 750 were decorated by the state during the 
war time. 


Now we can look back over these years with pride, 
the difficult years of struggle, which will be remem- 
bered long in the university's history. In the war 
tte heinous U.S. imperialists brutally destroyed 
the university buildings, laboratories and libraries. 
However, with the conclusicn of the armistice agree- 
ment in July 1953, the Party and government directed 
great concern to the reconstruction of the university, 
and by autumn 1954 our university was back to the 
original campus in Pyongyang. 

In the post-war years the university has made an 


epochal development in step with the country's leap- 
ing socialist construction. 


In the 1953-1954 school year the university had 29 
enrolment of 1,300. In the 1956-57 
school year, the closing year of the Three-Year Plan 
period, there were over 2,500 students and hundreds 
of teachers in the university.

The university has eleven faculties: history, philoso- 
phy, Korean language, foreign languages, economics, 
law, physics, mathematics and mechanics, chemistry, 
biology and geography. 

Thanks to the 
Party and government, 85 per cent of the entire stu- 
dent body are the sons and daughters of workers and 
peasants who could not think of going to school in 
the past.
